But whence if not from 
certain new financial notions, came the 
figures regarding the export and-import 
trade of Hongkong?’ The $500,000,000 
piece of fireworks has ovidently exercised 
a certain effect upon the compiler of this 
portion of the Almanack ; for the “im. 
porte from United Kingdom in 1878” 
are -stited, without comment or expla- 
nation, to be £4,677,017 ; and the“ ex- 
ports to United Kingdom,” in same year 
are put down at- £1,174,469, How 
these figures have-been arrived at, it is 
not hinted; but they have been “ re- 
vised by the Local Government,” who, it 
may be remembered, is well versed in 
figures! No mention is made of op- 
tional cargo,” or of goods in transit, nor 
is it stated how Hongkong can pose as 
the centre of the tea and silk trades on 
a total export of a little over -a million 
sterling. A statement, however, which 
formerly did duty asthe only remark 
indicative of a correct conception of the 
port and island, has been rudely erased ; 
it is this, “ With the exception of a 
sugar refinery, rum distillery, and ice 
manufactory, it has neither agriculture 
nor manufactures, and produces: little.” 
It is evidently not a part of the pro- 
gramme of the present Head of. the 
Executive to reveal the barreness of 
tho Island, 40 much ‘ad to expose to the 
world the mistaken views of its foreign 
residents, 

But we sre not yet done with 
Whitaker and his gubernatorial in- 
spirations, Our exceodingly useful and 
ably-compiled London companion of the 
orange cover has anticipated events as 
to the component parts of the Govern- 
ment here in a most unwarrantable 
manner.

The 
interest felt in discoveries here made 
may be reasonably described as mixed in 
character, and varied in accordance with 
the interpretation -the reader may place 
upon the following announcement : “In 
most instances, the Sections have been 
revised by the Local Governmonts,. arid, 
being more recent, will ifrequently be 
found to. differ from the statistics pre- 
pared and published by authority in this 
country.” We are inclined to believe 
that the statements which now appear. 
under the heading of “British Posses- 
sione—Hongkong,” “ have'been revised 
by the Local Government” to some pur- 
pose. Perhaps the appointment. of a 
Chinege barrister to @ seat in the Legis 


often indicate the direction a very big 
wind may blow, or is blowing. So many

THE VICEROY OF THE TWO KWANG 
IN “HONGKONG, 


The visit of the Viceroy of the Two 
Kwang to His Excelléiey the Governor, 
which took place to-day, was an cntirely 
unexpected one, no previous communication 
official or private having been received hero 
either through tho British Consul at Can- 
ton'or otherwise, The visit; therefore, took 
the Governor quite by surprise. It was 
only this morning that the presence of the 
Viceroy in the harbour was'known, In- 
fortiation thon reached the Govertor that 
His Excellency had como down hero, haying 
no official business in the Colony, solely and 
specially to express his personal feolings, 
in acknowledgment and appreciation of Mr 
Henneasy’s friendly and cordial attitude 
towards the “Chineso in Hongkong and the 
Chineso Government, The Governor com- 
municated promptly with the honds of. the 
Noval and Military Departments and with 
tho Members of ‘the Legislative Council, 


{asking them to bo proaont at Government 


House on the occasion of the visit of the 
Viceroy. At noon H. E. landed at Murray 
Wharf, acoompanied by a largo retinue, 
headed by his own Aide-de-Camp and the 
Aide-de-Camp of the Governor of Canton, 
with his interpreter, the Namboi Sub-Magis-" 
trato who ia an excellent English speaker ; 
together with Dr E. J, ite). At the wharf 
the Vicoroy was received by Major Palmer in 
name of the Governor, and by the Commis- 
sioner of Customs, alao by the oflicinls of 
the noighbouring Chinese town of Kowloon, 
Col. Lai and the Kowloon Sub-Magistrate. 
There were also half a company of Chinese 
marines drawn up on the Pior, and a fow 
of the local compradores. A considerable 
crowd of Chinese filled the lower part of tho, 
Cricket’ Ground and a very fair number 


/of Europeans were present. Salutes wero’ 


fired og H. E. left the ship and as he 
Ianded. The Viceroy entered his own 
eight-bearer chair which was beautifally 
got up, his A.D.C. and Interpreter being 
accommodated with chairs from Government 
House. Tho party moved off at once, the 
Viceroy’s chair being headed by a large red 
umbrella carried by several people, and 
followed by a number of horsemen. The 
ponies proved rather diffoult to manage 
during the time the firing of the salute 
lasted, but no accident occurred, On reach- 
ing Murray Barrdoke it was found that the 
guard of honour and the Band of H.M’s 
27th Regiment, Inuiskillings, had at the last 
moment put in an appearance; when arma 
wero being presented the Viceroy graciously 
bowed to the Officers, .The road from the 
Murray | Picr to Government Honse was 
lined by Police Constablés, and as tho pro- 
cession wended its way from the point of 
landing to Government House, it prosented 
rather. a picturesque effect. Under the 
portivo of. Government House a squad of 
Sikh Constables was drawn: up and they 
presented arms on the Viceroy descending 
from his ohair, ‘The Governor, with Major 
Palmer and his Private Secretary and Chi- 
nese Scoretary,” received the Viceroy in the 
Entrance Hall. Aftér the exchange of a 
few words of salutation the Governor oon- 
‘dueted his illustrions visitor. into the Contral 
Hall of the building, where were “assembled 
the heads of the Naval and Military Estab- 
lishmenta, the members of: the Legislative 
Council. The Viceroy bowed politely to 
all of them, and then passed into the Draw- 
ing room, where the General, the Chief 
Justice, the Commodore, and all the mem~ 
bers of-Council were introduced to-him. The 
Viceroy then engagedin conversation with the 
Governor, Chief Tustice, the Confinodoro, 
and the General. Mutual good wishes and 
compliments were exchanged, but no official 
or political questions were alluded to. Tho 
Viceroy then -saw the pictures of Hor 
Majesty the Queen, the Prince of Wales

-dom which have hitherto been forwarded 
vii Marseilles, will henceforth be forwarded 
vid, Naples, a8 itis understood that a gain 
of twelve hours results from the adoption 
of this route, re 

Asit would be extremely Inconveniont to 
divide the mail, and no practical advantage 
ould result from doing so, all correspond- 
ence intended for the United Kingdom by 
Fronch Packet will be sent vii Naples, oven 
though marked vid Marseilles. 

An impression appears to. prevail that 
correspondence for the Mediterrancan sta- 
tions, Gibraltar, Malia, Cyprus, the Levant, 
Turkey, &., can bo forwarced only by 
british Facket. It can be forwarded also 
by Fronch Packot, and if so forwarded 
generally arrives 9 week earlier than if it 
bad been detained for.the British Mail. 


The Post Oftice is not, by law, reeponaiblo 
for any loss or inconvenience which may 
ariso from the uon-delivery, mia-sending, 
or mis-delivery of any letter, book, or other 
postal packet (vvon if the packet be re- 
gistered), nor is tho Post Ollice responsible 
for any injury which a packet may sustain 
during its transmission. 

To guard against such injury all postal 
packets which aro likely to suffer from 
stamping or from great pressure should be 
placed in stroug covers; and even with this 
precaution no fragile article should be sent 
through the Post. 1t should be remembered 
that every’ packet bas to be handled several 
times; that it ia exposed to cousiderable 
preasure and friction in the mail bag ; end 
that, whenever the bay has in the course of 
its {ranemission to be tranaferred by means 
of the railway apparatus, the risk of injury 
is much increased. 

No information can be given respecting 
letters which pass through a Post Office 
except to the persons to whom they are 
addressed ; and in no other way is official

Postmasters aro not allowed to return any 
letter or other packet to the writer or sender, 
or to any one olse, or to delay forwarding

Postmasters are not bound to give change, 
nor are they authorised to demand chanve-; 
and when money is paid at a Post Oflice, 
whether as change or otherwise, no qu. stion

Postmusters.are not bouiid to welgh any 
Jotters or other packota for the public, but 
they may do ao if their duty be not thereby 
impeded. 


The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the East and West Indica, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
{except euch as is specially prepared), is 
attended with much inconvenience, and 
frequently wih serious injury, not only to 
the letters so scaled but to the other letters 
in the mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the letters to.ecch other, The 
public are therefere recommended, in ail 
puch cases, to use oither wafers or gum, ard 
to adviav theiz corresponden‘s ii. the cvun- 
trios referred to, to do the same. 

The registration of a packet makes its 

tranamiesion much more secure, inaemuch 
as, under ordinury circumstances, 2 Fe gis 
tered-packet- cam be traced through its whole 
course; and thusth i 
packotis avery rarecccurrence. IN evetthe- 
less large eums of money or other articles 
of great value should not be gent trough 
the post, even if the packet be registered ; 8 
the machinery of the Department is not 
arranged with a view to euch transmisrion. 
By law, the Peat Office is not re ponsible 
for the safe delivery of registered pacl ots ; 
though any officer who may neglect his 
duty on thia point will be called to strict 
account. Sent in unregistered letters, valu- 
able articles are exposed to risk, and offer a 
temptation which vught not to be created 5 
‘and the Departme:t cannot in any way 
undertake the safe conveyance of such 
packets. All inanud or colonial letters, 
therefore, which contain coin, and all 
inland ‘letters which contain watches -or 
jewollery, even though they be posted 
without registration, are treated as register. 
ed, avd ‘charged on delivery with a double 
registration fee of eightpenoe in addition to 
the ordinary postage; and any suob lotters 
which cannot be registered in time to be 
forwarded by the Mail for which they are 
posted are detained for the next despatch.
